Lefkowitz when the council meets in 
regular session Tuesday, Sept 3, when a 
council discussion of filling the vacancy 
is slated 
She did his research and ran his 
campaign and I think she would be 
perfect for it,” said Ms Benton 
1 think 
it would be a very happy choice for 
Lompoc.” 
The councilwoman added that Mrs 
Lefkowitz' appointment would avoid 
what she estimated as a 13,500 city 
expense for a special election to fill the 
post. 
To have the wife fill out her 
husband's term is really an American 
tradition, isn't it?” Ms Benton said 


I thought about it a little bit,” said 
Mrs Lefkowitz, "and decided (that) if 
the rest of the council wanted it, 1 would 
accept.”

The current president of the board of 
directors of the Lompoc Valley Girls 
Club, Mrs Lefkowitz is a former cost 
accountant and a current member of the 
Womans Division of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Known also for her work 
with Spanish speaking children in the 
local school system, she said yesterday 
she would have the time and financial 
capability to serve in the council post if 
selected. 


Kranig stressed yesterday that no one 
has asked him to be a councilman or 
promised their council vote. Nor, said 
the six-year planning commissioner and 
chamber board member, has he been 
campaigning for the office.

By state law, three council members 
must be selected for four year terms in 
1978, the year when Lefkowitz' term 
expires If a panelist is appointed until 
the 1976 election, this means that there 
will have to be an election for a two year 
council post at that time. 


Davidson said this morning that this 
two year post would be "a separate 
office separately listed ” Candidates 
who file for it could not file to run 
against Scolari or Scott for the four year 
terms and vice versa, he said. It would 
be virtually a separate election 


Would anyone run for the shorter 
term, Davidson was asked?

week. Claimants also say that agency 
business takes longer to transact in 
Lompoc because all their records are 
kept in Santa Maria 
Cardwell’s decision not to expand the 
Lompoc operation w as based on a report 
by Robert Bynum, director of the 
Bureau of District Office Operations. 
Bynum’s report said a full time office 
must generate an average of 25 claims a 
week, be located in an area with a 
population of 50,000 or more and be over 
30 miles from the nearest full time 
social security office 
Lompoc’s city population is 25,284, 
Bynum quoted, it is 27 miles from the 
Santa Maria office and current records 
indicate, he said, that 10 claims come in 
per week 
Until May last year, Bynum reviewed, 
two representatives from the Santa 
Maria social security office came to 
Lompoc Thursdays to see applicants at 
the Veterans Memorial Building. 
On Friday, May 3, he continued, the 
contact station was moved to an office 
in the Santa Barbara County Housing 
Authority Building. On May 6, service 
was increased to three days per week, 
Monday, Tuesday and Thursday, and 
hours were extended to 9 a m. to 4 p.m 
Bynum added this: 
" . . . most social security business can 
be handled by telephone Although there 
is a 30 cent cost for a three minute toll 
call to the Santa Maria office (from 
Lompoc i, this office will accept collect 
calls 
from 
individuals 
having 
to 
accomplish official business And, as for 
those who require a personal interview 
and are unable to do this at the contact 
station, arrangements are made for a 
representative to visit them at home. ” 
Bynum concluded that "the service 
presently provided for the residents (of 
Lompoc i compares favorably with that 
provided in similar areas throughout the 
country.” 
Colby said yesterday that Bynum's

do

take 
Vandenberg Village, Mission Hills or 
Vandenberg Air Force Base populations 
into account. Colby added he would 
continue to seek a full time office here.

Adams of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania s Wharton School of Finance and 
Commerce foresaw a no-growth U.S. 
economy whether or not Congress took 
President Ford’s advice and cut federal 
spending by $10 billion.

Manuel S. Domingos is a blacksmith 
So was his father. And his grandfather 
and his great grandfather before that 
In fact, the Domingos men have been 
blacksmiths as far back as anyone can 
remember. But Manuel who started the 
blacksmith shop on Walnut Ave in 1934 
retired five years ago So it was more 
than natural for him to turn the business 
over to his son Tony 
On these hot summer afternoons 
Manuel can be seen sitting in the dimly- 
lit shop his son now operates — talking 
to retired friends The native of the 
Azore Islands will be 71 next month 
but he still looks like he could man a 
lathe or a drill press or a trip hammer 
for a good day’s work 
He still wears the green work clothes 
that 
make-up 
the 
uniform of 
the 
blacksmith Although his hearing isn t 
what it used to be, Domingos is always 
ready to engage someone in spirited 
conversation 
The other day a friend came in and 
noticed an expensive-looking pen clipped 
to the old man s shirt The friend asked 
how he got the pen. The 70-year-old 
answered, "I bought it — with money .” 
Not satisfied with that answer, the 
friend wanted to know where 
‘ The place where they sell them,’ he 
retorted 
Domingos 
sense of humor 
seems to interject itself at almost every 
point of a conversation. When he was 
asked what was the most difficult aspect 
of being a blacksmith, he gave a typical 
Domingos response: "Getting up in the 
morning ” 
A resident of Lompoc for the last 50 
years, he’s seen some changes in this 
town. He claims he used to know 
everybody in Lompoc — "But now I 
don’t know anybody,” he laments. 
The competition isn’t the same as it 
was 40 years ago either. When he started 
his business there were two other 
blacksmiths in town that were already 
established Now his son’s shop is the 
only one that remains. 
And the blacksmith business has 
changed as well 
Years ago, relates 
Domingos, a single line would run all the 


each 
machines in the shop. Today, 
machine has its own motor. 
But he pomLs out some things haven t 
changed, even after 40 years If a young 
man 
wants 
to 
learn 
about 
the 
blacksm ith 
business, 
Domingos 
m aintains 
he 
must 
have 
an 
apprenticeship "You can’t learn it out 
of a book.” 
As for himself, the Lompocan feels 
that, even after 40 years, he is not a 
complete blacksmith "There is always 
something to learn, he said Domingos 
says he likes the job of the blacksmith 
because there is creation going on all the 
time. 
The retired blacksmith is an easy­ 
going type of guy and his philosophy 
reflects that: 
"Keep on living — as long as I can I 
try to take ’em easy In fact, 1 take them 
anyway I can get them,” he quipped 
He admits he misses putting in a day s 
work - but it’s better to talk with old 
friends at the shop than to stay home " I 
couldn’t stay home and lay down - I d 
be dead by now ” 
Domingos feels some people still have 
the idea of the stereotype blacksmith: a 
big muscular man pounding away at the 
fire forge and shoeing horses He says it 
isn t exactly like that anymore. The fire 
forge is rarely used now and he has 
never shoed an equestrian. 
I got more brains than that,” he 
proclaims as he emphasizes the hazards 
of attempting to shoe a horse But he 
does admit to shoeing an ox He claims 
they re a lot less dangerous because 
oxen are not nearly as fast as horses. 
The building that Domingos sits in and 
carries on his conversations was built in 
1928 Sawdust, assorted pipes, machines 
and more pipes lie on the ground of the 
shop. 
Manuel 
sits 
near 
the 
back 
entrance and greets his friends from 
there 
Even though he comes from a long 
line of blacksmiths, Domingos has his 
doubts on whether his grandson should 
follow in the family tradition "There 
are lots of jobs that are less dirty that 
better,” he claims 
The long succession of Domingos 
blacksmiths may have come to an end 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Consumers 
will see retail food prices in the second 
half of 1974 rising 4 to 5 per cent instead 
of declining as predicted before the 
summer drought decreased harvest 
prospects, the Agriculture Department 
said Friday 
Analysts added in a Food Situation 
summary that because of the drought, 
retail food prices for all of 1974 are 
expected to average about 15 per cent 
above 1973 instead of the 12 per cent 
forecast earlier. 
The increase would be slightly above 
last year s 14 5 per cent rise and would 
be the biggest one year jump in food 
costs in 28 years, experts said 
Another 
Agriculture 
Department 
report showed the cost of a typical 
market basket of farm-produced foods 
dipped 0 3 per cent in July because food 
retailers and processers — offsetting an 
increase in the cost of raw farm 
products. 


The July decline, however, may be the 
last consumers will see for some time, 
the food situation summary indicated. 
Raw farm product prices have been 
rising since June because weather 
conditions and drought throughout the 
Midwest have reduced crop production 
estimates Economists said, as a result, 
they are scrapping a forecast that retail 
food prices would remain steady from 
July through September and decline 
slightly after that. 


The 
new 
forecast calls 
for 
an 
increase of about 3 per cent in July- 
September and an additional 1 per cent 
or so in October-December. 


Much of the third quarter increase 
will come in crop products such as 
vegetable oil, baked goods, drinks and 
sugar products and canned and frozen 
fruits and vegetables, experts said They 
predicted meats and other livestock 
foods would 
increase "moderately” 
before stabilizing in October-December. 
Meat prices may decline seasonally 
toward the end of the year, running 
counter to the general food trend, and 
may offset increases for other livestock 
foods like poultry and eggs, the report 
said 


First peace talk 


on Cyprus nears 


Greek and Turkish Cypriot leaders 
made preparations today to hold the 
first peace talks on Cyprus since the 
Turkish army split the island in two 
during a crushing offensive a week ago 
Cypriot President Glafkos Clerides, 
leader of the island s Greek community, 
planned to fly to Athens this morning for 
talks 
with 
Greece’s 
new 
civilian 
government about an eventual peace 
settlement. 
Both Clerides and Turkish Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash agreed Thursday 
to hold negotiations, but Denktash in­ 
sisted 
they 
would 
discuss 
only 
humanitarian issues 
He said Turkey 
must take part in any full-scale peace 
talks. 
The Soviet Union, which has watched 
the sidelines since Turkey invaded 
on 
the island July 20, called for a major 
international conference to solve the 
Cyprus crisis and arrange for removal 
of all foreign troops.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In the spirit 
of renewed diplomatic relations with 
Syria, President Ford today welcomed 
the country’s foreign minister to the 
White House to discuss the possibilities 
for peace in the Middle East. 


Ford kept up his busy schedule today, 
meeting with his top aides and with 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field 
The White House said Ford 
Saturday was expected to sign the bill 
re-establishing the cost of living council 
and probably would sign the pension bill 
on Labor Day. 


The United States and Syria restored 
diplomatic relations only two months 
ago during former President Nixon’s 
Mideast trip. Relations had been broken

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Senate committee 
votes to revamp 
justice courts

Responding to a state Supreme 
Court decision, a Senate com­ 
mittee Thursday night hur 
riedly drafted legislation that 
would revamp California's Jus­ 
tice Court system at an annual 
cost of $1.6 million. 
The Supreme Court ruled 
Aug. 14 that Justice Court 
judges who sit on criminal 
cases must be qualified law-, 
yers, unless a defendant agrees, 
otherwise Most of the justice 
judges now are laymen. 
Rewriting a bill (AB2260) on 
the 
spot, 
the 
Judiciary 
Committee proposed adding 22 
new “ circuit” Justice Court 
judges to state system, and 
making 30 e listing lawyer- 
judges full-time positions, 
The measure was approved 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
Finance 
Committee on a 7-0 vote 


The changes were proposed 
as a "stopgap measure by the 
California 
Judicial 
Council. 
The group is preparing a report 
on long-range solutions to the 
problems of Justice Courts, 
which is to be submitted to the 
legislature next year 


Without addition of the new 
judges, California would face a 
serious backlog of criminal 
cases, testified Jon Smock, the 
legislative representative of 
the council. 


He said there were currently 
127 Justice Court judges now 
sitting who were not attorneys 
They work on a part-time basis. 
Each of the new proposed 
judges would have to meet the 
same 
qualifications 
as 
a 
Municipal 
Court judge and 
receive 
the 
same 
salary— 
$30,000 a year. 


Technician indicted 
on hashish charges 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - A 
technician with the Scripps 
Institute of Oceanography and 
two other men have been 
indicted on charges they used 
scientific 
sample 
crates 
belonging to the institute to 
smuggle into the country an 
estimated $4.5 million worth of 
hashish 
The U.S. Attorney’s office 
said Thursday half a ton of 
hashish was seized Tuesday 
from 
a 
warehouse 
at 
the 
University of Washington. The 
seizure was the second largest 
of its kind on the West Coast. 
A federal warrant was out for 
the arrest of Robert E. Bower, 
36, a Scripps technician, Robert 
I. Gutter, 48, a graduate of 
Scripps and former university 
professor 
in 
Seattle, 
and 
Jeffrey Hagen, 28. 
The hashish, allegedly smug­ 
gled from Afghanistan during a 
joint marine expedition by 
Scripps and the University of 
Washington earlier this year, 
was found in two-gallon tin 
cans 
labeled 
“ m arine 
biological samples.” 


The tin cans were in false 
bottoms of wooden crates built 
specifically 
for 
Scripps 
to. 
transport equipment for its 
oceanographic 
research 
project off the African coast. 
The crates arrived in Bal­ 
timore aboard a commercial 
freighter from Africa recently 
and were trucked to Seattle. 
Drug agents saich they did not 
know how the crates left the 
ship or how and where the 
hashish was hidden in the 
crates. 
Agents of the U.S. Drug 
Administration were tipped off 
about the illegal shipment after 
a scientist at the University of 
Washington's oceanography de­ 
partment told authorities Clut­ 
ter offered him $50,000 to help 
in the smuggling operation. 
Dr. William A. Nierenbery, 
director of Scripps, said Bower 
was employed there for about 
six years before leaving in 1969 
He said Bower rejoined the 
institute especially for the joint 
expedition and was the one who 
ordered the crates built by a 
local firm 


Little hope seen 
for bus strike end 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Representatives 
of 
the 
mechanics union and the Rapid 
Transit District met Thursday 
in an effort to resolve their 
disputes in the 12-day-old bus 
strike, but there was no word 
whether talks would resume 
today. 
There was no word as to 
whether 
the 
drivers 
have 
resumed talks. 
A news blackout has been 
imposed on the talks by state 
conciliator Thomas McCarthy, 
but the mood of striking bus 
drivers and mechanics is that 
prospects for a settlement are 
bleak 
Both sides have accused the 
other of refusing to budge from 
its original demands and of 
failing to compromise. 
The RTD is sticking by its 
offer of a 7.5 per cent boost in 
wages this year and another 7.5 
per cent increase next year, 
plus a hike in fringe benefits of 
about 2 percent. 
The 15 per cent increase over 
a two-year period was spelled 
out by a special fact-finding 
commission set up by Governor 
Reagan. But both unions have 


rejected the offer, saying it 
does not meet the rising cost of 
living. 
The 
RTD, 
in 
turn, 
has 
accused the two unions of 
making unreasonable demands. 
The Amalgamated Transit 
Union, representing 728 me­ 
chanics, demands a 15 per cent 
pay raise in one year and insist 
this is negotiable if manage­ 
ment is willing to go up. 
The United Transportation 
Union, representing 3,299 dri­ 
vers, 
wants 
a 
two-year 
contract 
with 
increases 
amounting to 46 per cent in pay 
and 
fringe 
benefits. 
The 
drivers’ union has also said its 
demands are negotiable. 
Management has called the 
UTU’sdemands "outrageous.” 
Also at issue between the 
drivers and the RTD are work 
schedules. Drivers complain 
about working split shifts. 
The 
strike 
affects 
some 
400,000 persons in Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Orange counties. Despite the 
strike, which began Aug 12, the 
RTD has reported 
making 
$40,000 
a 
day 
because 
of 
decreased expenses.

Assemblyman John P. Quim-

Pioneer 11 thrust 
ignited for fly-by 


MOUNTAIN 
VIEW , Calif. 
(UPI) — Controllers ignited a 
special thruster on the un­ 
manned Pioneer 11 spacecraft 
today to increase its spin rate 
for the Dec. 2 fly-by of Use giant 
planet Jupiter. 
Officials at the Ames Re­ 
search Center of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration said the higher 
spin rate would permit a better 
measurement of the planet’s 
destructive radiation belt. 


Pioneer’s instruments look 
out from the spinning craft and 
scan a full circle as it rotates 
about five times a minute 
NASA said this was the first 
time the thruster was used 
since the craft was launched in 
April 1973. 
The thruster will be kicked 
off several times during an 
eight-hour period to complete 
the speedup. The spin rate will 
he hiked to one revolution 
every 11.865 seconds.

Godly conservatism 
linked to political? 


United Press International 
For the past several years, a 
small but growing band of 
conservative evangelical Pro­ 
testants has been attempting to 
end the assumed connection 
between theological and politi­ 
cal conservatism. 
These evangelicals are trying 
to make it clear their involve­ 
ment in politics, while liberal 
and sometimes even radical, 
will not follow the same line as 
that of the more theologically 
liberal 
mainline 
Protestant 
denominations. 


The classic view of the 
conservatives has been that 
contemporary religious social 
activism, founded on the Social 
Gospel movement of the early 
20th century, has abandoned 
the question of an individual’s 
relationship with God in its 
attempt 
to 
fashion 
social 
change. 
In the past, conservative 
Christians have been seen — 
sometimes inaccurately —as 
little more than conservative 
defenders of the political status 
quo. 
Now, 
how ever, 
as 
theologican 
P.ichard 
Mouw 
pointed 
out 
at 
the 
2nd 
"Conference on Christianity 
and Politics” held recently on 
the campus of Calvin College, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., "there 
are other crucial matters on 
the unfinished agenda of the 
North American evangelical 
community.” 
Mouw, professor of philoso­ 
phy at Calvin, lauded 
his 
evangelical 
forebearers 
for 
their role in leading evangeli­ 
cals out of the bitterness of the 
fundamentalist-modemist 
de­ 
bate (symbolized by the clash 
over evolution) earlier in the 
century toward more responsi­ 
ble social involvement. 
"We have devoted much 
energy to the discussion of the 
so-called ‘Gebesis question,’ 
which has to do with the 
relationship between creation 
and evolution,” he said. 
"But now we must find ways 
in which we can apply our 
orthodox beliefs concerning the 
creation of our first parents in 
God’s image and their subse­ 
quent rebellion against the 
Creator to an understanding of 


the heresies that lie at the roots 
of racism, sexism, militarism 
and the exploitation of the 
natural order.” 
Evangelicals, 
Mouw 
said, 
"have rightly 
talked much 
about the virgin birth of Christ, 
his 
deity 
and 
his 
future 
return.” 
But now, he said, conserva­ 
tive Christians must address 
such problems as "the political 
and economic lifestyles and 
strategies that might be appro­ 
priate responses to (Jesus’) 
unique Lordship and kingship.” 
At the same time, Mouw 
stressed that new involvement 
must be with “ a sense of our 
continuity 
with 
evangelical 
concerns and programs of the 
past” aimed at avoiding "the 
pitfalls of Protestant libera­ 
lism.” 
"We will differ from Protest­ 
ant liberalism in its approach 
to social-political matters,” he 
said, "to the degree that we 
view ourselves as the legiti­ 
mate heirs of those evangelical 
Christians who refused to side 
with theological latitudinarean- 
ism in this country during the 
early decades of the 20th 
century.” 
In the conservative Christian 
approach to finding new forms 
of social-political engagement, 
"we must not be thought of as 
siding with Protestant libera­ 
lism, but rather as expanding 
the evangelicalism that nur­ 
tured us and brought us to a 
saving knowledge of the Lord­ 
ship of Jesus Christ,” he said. 
Mouw and his evangelical 
intellectual colleagues are at­ 
tempting to define a biblical 
"view of reality” that has as its 
consequence a radical impact 
on the social-political sphere 
while at the same time making 
sure it is not a matter of 
expressing "Marxism within 
’the household of evangelical 
faith.” 
At this point, they have been 
largely successful in laying the 
theological 
and 
intellectual 
groundwork for a 
renewed 
evangelical 
presence 
in 
politics. Whether this can be 
transformed from theorizing to 
action -political action that 
will include the grassroots of 
the evangelical movetiwlt ~ 
remains to be seen.

Crude oil price 
ceiling m ay go up 


LOS ANGELES (U P I)-The 
Los Angeles Times said today 
the 
Ford administration 
is 
considering a proposal to lift 
the price ceiling on domestical 
ly produced crude oil, which 
could cause steep price in­ 
creases. 


The 
newspaper 
quoted 
“ reliable government sources" 
as saying the proposal 
is 
contained 
in 
a 
“ closely 
guarded’’ 
administration 
working 
paper, 
and 
is 
apparently one of a number of 
alternatives being considered 
to reduce demand for gasoline 
and other petroleum products 
to cut U.S. reliance on foreign 
oil suppliers. 


The proposal is to lift the 
85 25-a barrel ceiling price on 
"old 
domestic 
crude 
oil," 
which accounts for 75 per cent 
of U.S. produced crude, the 
newspaper said 


“ New 
oil" 
—production 
above the 1972 level —is not 
subject 
to 
controls, 
to 
stimulate increased production 
and exploration. 
Foreign oil now sells for $10 
to $11 a barrel, and if the U.S. 
crude oil price ceiling were 
lifted, the cost could double to 
that level, which would cause 
an increase of 4 to 5 cents a 
gallon at the retail level, the 
Times said. 
The Times said Gerald L. 
Farsky, deputy undersecretary 
of the Treasury, had confirmed 
the proposal exists, but said it 
“ hasn’t even been brought up 
with the Cabinet-level energy 
committee 
yet, 
much 
less 
brought 
to the President’s 
desk.” 
He said the proposal arose as 
part of a study to phase out the 
oil allocation program, because 
the

er stand

stood 
mute 
at 
his 
arraignment, even when Depu 
ty District Attorney Stephen 
Trott asked the judge to hold 
him 
without 
bail 
because 
Kurbegovic faces a possible 
death penalty under California 
law 
The law went into effect this 
year and was written to comply 
with the Supreme Court deci­ 
sion that struck down the 
earlier death penalty. It pro- 


vides mandatory execution for

Shaw, who said he didn't particularly 
pay attention to split calls made by the 
public address announcer while a crowd 
of 3,300 cheered him on, won his race in 
3:64.60, beating the listed world mark of 
3:68.18 by Rick Demont of San Rafael, 
Calif., by nearly four seconds. 
Miss Babashoff had to come from 
behind to win her event and in the 
process of taking the world record to 
4:16.77, she also beat the mark holder 
—Heather Greenwood of Fresno, Calif , 
who set most of the pace. 
Little Jenny Turrall of Australia was 
second, while Miss Greenwood finished 
third and thus won a spot with Miss 
Babashoff for next week's meet against 
East Germany. 
Five of the six other events on the 
opening program of the four-day show 
produced record performances, too. 
John Naber of Menlo Park, Calif., and 
Deena Deardurff of Cincinnati set 
American records, while John Hencken 
of Santa Clara, Calif., Marcia Morey of 
Decauter, 111., and Mike Bottom of Santa 
Clara, Calif., set meet marks. 


Hencken, who holds the world record 
in the event, 
won the 
100 meter 
breaststroke in 1:04.38; Miss Morey took 
the women’s 100 meter breaststroke in 
1:14.19, and Bottom won the 100 meter 
butterfly in 66.60. 


The opening program’s eighth event 
was won by Canada s Wendy Cook. She 
took the 200 meter backstroke in 2 :18.81, 
which set a meet record and also beat 
the listed American mark of 2:19.19 held 
by Melissa Belote, who missed the 
championships because of illness. 


East German swimming officials

"All our swimmers follow individual 
training schedules and special diets,” 
said East German National Coach 
Rudolf Schramme.

He pointed to the example of world 
record holder Karla Linke, who at the 
age of 14 stands 6-foot-10 and has deve­ 
loped shoulders the size of a grown-up 
man. 
The East German girls have won all

(UPI) — What the Detroit Wheels are 
doing off the field is far more of a mystery than what they 
are accomplishing on it. 
No money, and thus far, no players, is the reason for 
Detroit’s 0-7 record in the World Football League, the latest 
loss inflicted Thursday night, 36-23, by the Chicago Fire with 
a national television audience as witness. 
And those items are reasons why there is intrigue among 
the 33 owners who happen to be saddled with the Wheels at 
the moment. 
The latest hot rumor was that fresh money had somehow 
mysteriously been injected into the financially drained 
Wheels. 
Louis Lee, president of the Wheels, was going around 
telling everybody who would listen that "something good” 
transpired Thursday but he refused to elaborate. 
He also hinted of a magic date next month —leading one to 
believe that somebody from outside would buy the team and 
keep it in Detroit or that the list of 33 owners would be 
chopped by about 30 or 32. 
"Rumor,” General Manager Sonny Grandelius said. 


"Everything you hear right now is just rumor.”

In other milieux, mil­ 
lions of index fingers scan the 
morning paper’s box scores 
and standings. 
It is a race as throbbing for 
the players as for the fans. 
With spikes clacking on the 
wooden runway under the 
cool stands leading to the 
dugout, F’ete Rose was say­ 
ing, “ I can tell vou without 
having looked that the 
Dodgers 
game is fourth 
down on the right-hand side 
of the scoreboard. At this 
time of the season, we do a lot 
of scoreboard watching.” 
Rose is the star Cincinnati 
Reds outfielder, and 1973 Na­ 
tional League Most Valuable 
Player. The Reds are in pur­ 
suit of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers for the lead in the 
N.L. West division. At this 
time of the season, too, the 
moss-encrusted cliche, “ We 
play them one at a time," is 
trotted out by the players. No 
one believes them. Rose is too 
bumptiously honest to play 
that spurious game. 
"We sit in the dugout and 
watch the numbers," Rose 


continued. “ Is there a change 
in pitchers7 There’s trouble 
for one of the teams. How 
bad? 
Tension builds as the 
numbers slowly, agonizingly 
are registered/ 


P E T E ROSE: "Pm a real 
agitator. The worst.” 


At one point this year, the- 
Reds were in second place 
10-1/2 games behina the 
Dodgers. Early in August, the 
Reds were only 6-1/2 behind 
the Dodgers as the teams 
began a three-game series in 
Los Angeles. The Dodgers 
won the first; the Reds were 
on the ropes. Then Johnny 
Bench hit a lOth-inning 
homer to win the second 
game for Cincinnati, and he 
hit a two-run homer to win a 
2-0 game the next day. The 
Reds were back in the race. 


“ I get up in the morning," 
said Rose, "and I buy the 
paper to see how the Dodgers 
made out. But they play on 
the Coast and a lot of times 
the morning papers don’t 
have the score Then I got to 
start asking around. Anyone 
heard it on the radio? 
"The time difference I 
think is to our advantage. I 
mean, they always start a 
game knowing how we did in 
the East. And if we win, that 
puts pressure on them. 
“ It s like when 1 won my 
first batting title in 196« 1 
came down to the last game 
of the season tied with Matty 
Alou. Our games were at the 
same time. He went four-for- 
four. I went five-for-five. And 
I won the championship by a 
fraction. But if I had played 
later and had known he went 
four-for-four, no way 1 could 
have gotten five straight hits 
myself.” 
The fans are a barometer 
of how a team is doing even 
before the scoreboard relays 
the news. Radios in the 
stands will elicit roars of 
sorts when it is announced 
that the Dodgers have gone 
ahead or have fallen behind. 
The Reds’ ears are as attuned 
to such signals from the 
stands as they are aware of 
the numerical transforma­ 
tions unfolding in center 
field. 
When Rose can, he will 
catch the Dodger games on 
his high frequency radio. In 
his living room in Cincinnati, 
he roots, moans or sits un- 


moving, as the situation dic­ 
tates. 
"And like the other day 
when the Dodgers played 
Ph ila d e lp h ia and L a rry 
Bowa, a friend of mine, 
screwed up, I gave him hell 
the next time we played the 
Phillies, 
said Rose, smiling 
his at once tough but in­ 
genuous gap-tooth smile 
Tm a real agitator 
The 
worst." 
He also agitates his closest 
rivals, the Dodgers, particu­ 
larly his friends, like Hon 
Cey, Dodger third baseman. 
Just before the start of the 
recent series at Los Angeles, 
Rose and Cey stood together 
behind the batting cage. Rose 
reminded Cey that this was a 
similar race to last season, 
when the Reds were 11 games 
down to the Dodgers as late 
as July 1 and won 30 out of 
their last 40 games to over­ 
take them. 
“ I said to Cey," Rose 
recalled, “ you guys know 
we re right on your tail. You 
can hear the Big 
Red 
Machine get!in' louder and 
louder behind you." 
Cey said. “ What are you 
talkin' about, man. We’re in 
first place, not you." 
“ Yeah," replied Rose, "but 
we’re in the driver’s seat. 
You got a 6-1/2-game lead 
and you’re chasin us." 
That, said Rose, was when 
Cey got mad and walked 
away.

'It ain't gonna happen again' 


Cey isn't listening to Rose

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Any player in a pennant race 
who says he doesn’t even 
notice the scoreboard to 
check on the progress of his 
closest rival is either lying or 
blind. Any player who says he 
is unaware of the tensions of 
the pennant race is either 
lying or dying. 
And any such player who 
finished a close second last 
year, and who says he is un­ 
concerned with the maxim, 
“Those who cannot remem­ 
ber the past are condemned 
to repeat it, is either lying or 
unlettered. 
Los Angeles Dodger third 
baseman Ron Cey denies 
none of the above. 
"We blew the pennant last 
season," says Cey. "It ain’t 
gonna happen again." 
It actually wasn’t the pen­ 
nant. It was the National 
League West division. The 
Dodgers at one point had an 
11-game lead over the Cin­ 
cinnati Reds and finished in 
second place, 3-1/2 back. This 
season, the Dodgers have en­ 
joyed a lead as thick as 10-12 
games, which was then whit­ 
tled at one point to 3-1/2 in 
front. 
"When the Reds last season 
began their late-season 
charge," recalls Cey, “ we 
began to watch them too 
closely. We'd be playing two 
games, ours on the field and 
the Reds’ on the scoreboard. 


" I’d go up to bat with men 
on base, say. and I’d be think­ 
ing. ‘The Reds won, or the 
Reds just scored to go ahead 
of Philadelphia in the sixth 
inning. I’d better get a hit 
here to keep our rally going.’ 
That was just putting double 
pressure on me. And I wasn’t 
alone. Most of our club was 
doing the same." 
Cey was a 25-year-old 
rookie last season. Most of his 
teammates were relatively 
i n e x p e r i e n c e d m a j o r 
leaguers, and inexperienced 
certainly in the crucible of a 
big-league late-season strug­ 
gle for first place. They were 
battling the Reds, a veteran 
team which had won pen-

nants two of the previous 
three seasons. 


"We'd be sitting in the 
dugout and the scoreboard 
would flash that the Reds had 
a big inning. We’d moan out 
loud, ‘Oh Christ! Not again!’ ” 
"This season," continued 
Cey, with sensitive hazel 
eyes, a perky mustardy mus­ 


tache and billowy blond hair, 
“we still see the scoreboard, 
but we try not to think about 
it. Trv to let it roll off the 
mind. And for sure we don’t 
say anything. We got to play 
one game, ours.” 
He says that out of habit he 
looks at the box scores to see 
what players of the opposi­ 
tion are doing well. Perhaps 
this will gain an edge, to see 
who is hitting hot, who is run­ 
ning, who has good stuff. 
“ But then I think," Cey 
says, “ maybe it’s best not to 
check at all. I may in the field 
decide to shade a batter a lit­ 
tle one way or the other, de­ 
pending on what I get out of 
the box score, and I m liable 
to get burned." 
He also tries to turn off to 
the ragging of such a 
notorious agitator as Pete 
Rose, the Reds’ star out­ 
fielder. 
“ Whenever we play, or 
whenever I see him, like at 
the All-Star game, he is al­ 
ways saying som ething. 
‘Watch the Big Red Machine 
now, we re starting to roll.’ 
Something. Anything to try to 
play with our minds, to force 
us out of our routine. Last 
year, it was true, we had a 
lead but we were chasing the 
Reds. Now I’ll tell Rose, ‘I 
hear you talkin’, but I ain’t 
buyin 
" 
Cey takes solace in the fact 
that the Dodgers are a per­ 
ceptively different club this 
season. For one thing, they 
have had several short losing 


streaks and have each time 
bounced back into even 
longer winning streaks. 
They have Mike Marshall, 
gotten in trade with Montreal 


over the winter. Marshall is 
the best relief pitcher in 
baseball, and the most fre- 
relievers in one," says Cey. 
The Dodgers have won many 
pennants in the past 35 years, 
and they’ve always done it 
with superb pitching. Now 
they have Messersmith and 
John and Sutton. Just as 
they’ve had the Erskines and 
Newcombes and Roes and 
Drysdales and Koufaxes. But 
they’ve never won without 
the great reliever — Hugh 
Casey, Joe Black. Phil Regan, 
Ron Perranoski. 
Jim Wynn, outfielder re­ 
ceived in trade from Houston, 
has been a powerful addition 
And converted outfielders 
like Davey Lopes at second, 
Joe Ferguson behind the 
plate, and Bill Russell at 
short are a year older and 
more confident. 
And they, like Cey, now 
know what it takes to win a 
title. 
Steadiness, for one thing. 
The Dodgers were 5-1/2 in 
front of Cincinnati at the All- 
Star break and were 5-1 2 in 
front later in mid-August. 
“Time is getting thin for the 
Reds,” Cey says. 
“ The biggest concern is to 
avoid the mental fatigue of 
the pennant race. Sure, we 
know we can make a lot more 
money by winning. But I 
think we are mostly playing 
for the pride, for the race in­ 
volved. We have to remain 
kind of pure in our minds. We 
can’t think too much, can't 
see too much, can’t hear too 
much. If you don’t know 
nothin’, you can't outthink 
yourself out of first place "

Ziegfield Theater In keeping 
with its “live tour” concept, 
tickets are a v a i l a b l e at 
Ticketron outlets only and 
are limited to four per per­ 
son.

Those who 
went to the concert but sat 
rows from the stage will be 
glad about the film because 
there’s plenty of close-ups of 
M ick and the Stones. Every 
seat in the house is a good 
one.” 


Now if the film ’s producers 
can guarantee that no one 
will camp on the sidewalks 
before Ticketron outlets, then 
“Ladies and Gentlemen’’ may 
indeed be an innovation.

(EDITOR'S NOTE: How is it 
going to be, this year, out 
on the political hustings?

O A K L A N D , C a l i f - 
( N E A ) - T o Fortney H Stark, 
Jr., and his political ambi 
tions, Watergate "just kind of 
put the frost mg on the cake." 
Pete Stark —no one ever 
calls him F o rtn e y —is the in­ 
cumbent freshman congress­ 
man from California's eighth 
district (which in a realign­ 
ment next J a n u a r y will be­ 
come the new' ninth district ». 
As a c o n g r e s s m a n in a 
Democratic district <62.5 per 
cent), with a prospectively 
weak Republican opponent, 
Stark doesn't feel he’s going 
to have to do “a whole hell of 
a lot" to get re-elected in 
November. “ I’m going to feel 
secure enough in the value of 
incumbency and the things 
I've been doing in my dis­ 
trict,” he says frankly. "If 
they don’t do anything. I’m 
not going to." 
For him personally, how­ 
ever, Wate rgate also has its 
negative side as an issue.

Bored 
with schooling, he started an 
i n v e s t m e n t c o m p a n y , 
b r a n c h e d out into s a v in g s 
and loans, eventually found­ 
ing his bank. 
At the time. Stark was a 
re g i s t e r e d R e p u b lic a n , " a 
vestige of living in Wiscon­ 
sin." Through the bank, he 
met J e rr y Waldie, a D em o­ 
c r a t i c c o n g r e s s m a n f ro m 
Contra Costa county, where 
Stark had a big country home 
in Danville. He did som e 
fund-raising and got involved 
in the 1968 push of Eugene 


McCarthy for President 
On Jan, 1. 1969. he was 
driving home from skiing in 
th e High S i e r r a w hen he 
heard the state senator in his 
district had dropped dead 
Stark, who had shunned a 
previous bid to run for the a s ­ 
sembly. jum ped into the race 
to fill the vacancy, ran a 
quick $50,000 ca m paign and 
finished third in a 12-man 
field. 
He was hooked —as a D e m ­ 
ocrat 
"I had done nothing more 
e x c i t i n g in m y li f e ," he 
recalls. "It also left me with a 
taste of losing, which I didn't 
like.' 
The congre ssm a n from the 
old eig h th d istric t (which 
then included Danville» was 
( ieo rg e M iller, e n t r e n c h e d 
for 14 consecutive term s and 
81 y e a r s old. S t a r k , t h e 
upstart, challenged him and 
won the nomination in the 
jrim ary an d then in Novent* 
M*r, 1972 won election to the 
House of R epresentatives— 
the vote m argin was 101.000 
to 90,000. 
“ I beat Nixon," points out 
Stark, "a nd I was also iden­ 
t i f i e d v e r y c l o s e l y 
wi t h 
George McGovern, who was 
not very popular. 
He also 
spent 
$50,000 of his own 
money and still owes $100,000 
to a half dozen friends which 
has not yet been paid back. 


"We’ve just gotten through 
paying off the printers, says 
Stark, "and other people with 
genuine bills. So going into 
the next cam paign, we have 
no money. But this time I'd 
lend $25,000 it needed I spend 
about half my salary for e x ­ 
tra office expense and extra 
staff, so I don't feel bad about 
it. 
Stark is sitting in his cam­ 
paign he ad q ua rte rs , a 
storefront in an east Oakland 
sh opping c e n t e r —he keeps 
another office in Livermore 
at the other end of his dis­ 
trict. He has been commuting 
home from Washington on

and 
inflation 


Experiencing Professor John Kenneth 
Galbraith is always a personal pleasure, 
though one must be on one s guard, and 
the republic is wise to steel itself to 
resist his seductive nostrums 
Most 
recently 1 met with him to discuss on the 
Today Show the disappearance of 
Richard Nixon He took huge delight, in 
a telephone conversation the day before, 
telling me how much he had enjoyed a 
column I wrote about deteriorating 
airline service 
Mr 
Galbraith s 
sarcasm is never ob­ 
scure, and his point 
was that while Nixon 
was reigning, I was 
writing about airline 
food, and so would he 
be doing if he had been 
so retarded as to have 
backed Nixon in other 
days. 1 expected he 
would bring up the 
subject on television, 
and am somewhat dis­ 
appointed he did not, 
as 1 was 
prepared to tell him that there are those 
of us who when relaxing, write about the 
airlines, while others write economic 
textbooks. But the subject did not arise, 
and we sat for a minute or two before 
going on in the little ante-chamber 
listening to a lady theologian. I do not 
doubt that during those two minutes 
Professor 
Galbraith 
doubled 
his 
knowledge of theology 
And then it began Strangely, the 
subject of Mr Nixon s perfidies did not 
wholly occupy Mr Galbraith, a man of 
personal 
generosity 
not 
always 
transparent through his polemics His 
generosity is most pronounced, come to 
think of it, when dispensing other 
people's money (he calls it public 
money) hither and yon, to improve on 
the works of nature, and nature s God 
And in a matter of moments he was 
agreeing with Today’s attractive new 
host Mr. Jim Hartz who was agreeing 
with President Gerald Ford that the 
country's most urgent problem is 
inflation The formulation usually has 
it: “The Number One Problem “ 
Professor Galbraith then said that 
everybody knows what it is that should 
be done about inflation 
The only 
problem, he says, is to develop the Will. 
As a matter of fact, this is not correct. 
Most economists will agree that certain 
measures would be deflationary in their 
impact, but by no means could one get 
most economists to agree on the 
stresses that are properly put on one as 
against another anti-inflation measure. . 
Here, highly compressed, would be 
Mr. Galbraith s recommendations: 1) 
Raise taxes immediately, particularly 
on persons earning $20,000 or more per 
year, and on corporations 2) Use the 
money on public works projects. 3) 
Impose wage and price controls on 
critical industries. 4) Stand by to target 
a lot of help to groups that are afflicted 
in the course of shaking off the 
inflationary fat, provided these groups 
aren’t held together by corporations. 
For instance, be prepared to help out 
Lockheed employes, but not Lockheed 
If you want to keep Lockheed alive, 
nationalize it. 
This is something one might call 
classical-1930's-liberal. 1 fear it is very 
full of holes Obviously of a political and 
social character; but even of an 
economic character; and, of course 
there isn t time, ever, to get deeply into 
the subject. It is perhaps easiest to 
observe that there are many countries m 
the world suffering from an inflation 
even though dominated by one man, or a 
group of men. Lenin used to say that 
revolution plus electricity would bring 
Communism. Well plus expertise won't 
bring deflation: not in the absence of 
government restraint. 
It is, of course, the government that is 
responsible for inflation Mr. Nixon, 
during his years m office, spent 70 
billion dollars more than he raised in 
taxes. The difference between a dollar 
spent by Washington and a dollar spent 
by the taxpayer isn’t the difference 
between one more maple tree at 
Yellowstone Park and one less empty 
beer can at the roadside, as Mr. 
Galbraith likes to leave us thinking. It is 
the difference between a dollar spent 
with very clear notions of individual 
preference. 
These last have a more resonant 
effect: in causing homes to be built, or 
skyscrapers, or hospitals — or schools. 
The public dollar, beloved of the 
socialists, is both difficult to target (60 
million Americans can now qualify for 
food stamps), and difficult to restrain (a 
conservative President overspends by 70 
billion.) 
Inflation is indeed the number one 
domestic problem, and indeed it is true 
that marshaling the Will is required to 
contain it. But the will to do what? One 
fears that Professor Galbraith and other 
centralizers look on the current mess, 
which resulted from an overindulgence 
in their own nostrums, as an ideal 
opportunity to proceed with their vision 
of a socialized economy.

The vacant seat 


With the death of Councilman Sol 
Lefkowitz, our city governing body must 
now consider several options to fill the 
vacated seat. 
The Council may, within approximately 
the next three weeks, make an outright 
appointment to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Councilman Lefkowitz — that is 
until 1978. 
The Council, if it does not choose to 
make 
such 
an 
appointment 
in 
approximately the next three weeks, is 
then mandated by State law to call for a 
special municipal election. This would 
mean a delay in replacement of at least an 
additional 60 days. 
The Council could pass an emergency 
ordinance 
lim iting 
an 
outright 
appointment to serve only until the next 
municipal election in 1976 and the term to 
be for only two years in order to bring 
election rotation back in line. 
It is our opinion that the City Council 
should seriously consider the outright 
appointment and the passage of the 
emergency ordinance. 


There 
is 
no 
dearth 
of 
qualified 
candidates for the appointment. There are 
many 
disadvantages, 
we 
believe, 
in 
leaving the seat vacant for a three month 
period. The costs of a second municipal 
election in one year also must seriously be 
considered. 


With a direct appointment, the City 
Council has the opportunity to search and 
select 
a 
person 
with 
the 
highest 
qualifications. 
First 
and 
foremost 
amongst these qualifications should be the 
dedicated willingness of the appointee to 
serve. It is further hoped that the search 
would result in the appointment of a 
person 
who 
has 
demonstrated 
true 
community 
awareness 
and 
concern 
through prior community service, such as 
service on a commission, board, city 
committee 
or 
other 
community 
betterment posts. 


There are other criteria, to be sure, but 
we strongly endorse the appointee with the 
demonstrated drive and experience to 
serve the community.

the whole church. The local Lions Club 
immediately responded with a cash

transport 
Melendrez to and from Lompoc It was 
also they who brought up the possibility 
of small plane transportation for the 
return to Baja. The Mexican Baptist 
Church of Lompoc co-operated by 
providing Melendrez with housing and 


some meals in the home of Pastor Ortiz 
and his family, where Melendrez could 
speak to people in Spanish and feel not 
quite so alone Families of First Baptist 
provided evening meals during which 
the Ortiz family translated 
Dr. Jacoby of Santa Barbara tested 
Melendrez at no charge, while involving 
several other doctors as the man s 
physical problems were soon to be more 
complicated than at first was thought.

When the Agriculture Department 
says rice supplies will be fully adequate 
and dry bean stocks ample, it doesn t 
mean to put all those supply situations in

The explanation came because newsmen 
were downright puzzled by a food supply 
report filled with terms like “ adequate

better than plain adequate 
5 More than adequate 
6 Ample 
7 Heavy * 
8 Abundant or plentiful which can be 
used interchangeably.

war, there is a time for 
friendly foreign military troops to leave. 
The local government and its military 
must then clean house, get rid of its 
corrupt 
generals 
and 
inefficient 
bureaucrats. 
A State Department 
expert on Southeast 
Asia once told this 
reporter with some 
amazement 
of 
the 
improved 
performance of the 
Laotians 
after 
the 
U.S. pullout. Years 
ago, 
Vietnamese 
experienced in war 
and 
politics 
anticipated the 
South would surprise us in the years 
after the last U.S. troops departed. And 
these were men deeply appreciative of 
the role the United States and its troops 
played in the crucial years when South 
Vietnam had its back against the wall. 
China’s Mao Tse-tung, probably the 
world’s 
greatest 
expert 
on 
unconventional war, has said repeatedly 
that in the long pull of a guerrilla war, 
except for arms, money and diplomacy, 
a country must depend on its own troops 
and its own people, not on foreign 
intervention. 
__ 
— 
The time then has come to evaluate 
the situation in Vietnam, a year and a 
half after the final American military 
pullout. 
The word from friends in Saigon is 
that South Vietnam is not collapsing, 
economically, politically or militarily. 
The U.S. has not kept up one-for-one 
replacement of Saigon’s equipment. 
North Vietnam has built its forces in the 
South to their highest level since the war 
began and improved their equipment in 
violation of the accords. But there 
seems little doubt the South could hold 
against another big Hanoi push. 
The Russians and the Chinese have cut 
their military aid to Hanoi markedly. If 
North Vietnam does attempt another 
all-out attack it may find replacing its 
arms a very difficult task. The heavy 
troop levels in the South may thus be 
more of a burden than an asset unless 
the North Vietnamese find it easer to 
feed these men in the South than in the 
homeland. 
Both the North and the South are 
having their economic problems. While 
cutting military aid the Russians and 
Chinese have recently more than 
doubled 
their 
annual 
economic 
assistance to the North to roughly $1.3 
billion, almost three times what it is 
estimated Congress will vote to send the 
South this coming year. Despite this 
advantage, visitors to the North report 
the administrative setup is dreadfully

The French, who have sent aid men to 
Hanoi, have estimated it would take at 
least $7 billion and some years to put 
North Vietnamese agriculture alone on 
its feet, so badly has that area been 
handled. It’s less the war than bad 
management that is responsible for 
Hanoi’s troubles. 
With rough 
financial 
problems, 
lowered military support from its allies 
and a stronger than expected South, it’s 
calculated by Americans on the spot 
that the North's strategy will be limited 
to nibbling and stirring trouble on a low 
key for the indefinite future, while 
waiting for 
some more promising 
opportunity. 
Economically, the South is plugging 
along slowly. The outlook for the next 
two years is continued struggle, with 
unemployment high, especially among 
trained men. But there’s a great deal of 
optimism for the future, once the 
fighting settles down. 
A half dozen western oil companies 
are dickering for offshore petroleum 
drilling rights. Firms from Japan, the 
United States and several European 
nations are 
making advances for 
business investment. The estimate, 
possibly over-enthusiastic, is that once 
there’s a reasonable amount of peace, 
South 
Vietnam 
may 
take 
off 
economically as spectacularly as South 
Korea and Taiwan did in the past 
Though Americans this reporter has 
talked to are depressed by the low 
quality of much of the South Vietnamese 
top bureaucracy, largely inherited from 
the French colonial days, they are 
deeply impressed by the high caliber of 
the young economic men, many trained 
in the United States, who are moving up 
in the South Vietnamese government.
